I will sufrcest a few details tentatively! 


First.—The period over which the test 


should be extended oujrht to be a long 
one, probably ten months. 


Second.—That at leant three tests of 


two weeks each should be niadu at 1n- 
t-rvals diirinc «uch a period. I Trill 
suiisest that the ti.-st. should be com- 
menced some time between 14 and 2S 
days after freslieni,n;,', the second be- 
tween 114 and 128 days after and the 
•third between 314 and 22S days after. 


Thlrd.-All the tests be made under 


the supervision of two representatives 
of an experiment station, who should 
watch ttie cows day and night, note trio 
care, weigh the food, etc., that the re- 
sults should be subject to continuation 
by retostins In every case that the au- 
thorities of the exposition requested. 


Fourtu.-Tliat prizes be offered for 


net profit, for value o£ total solids, for 
value of butter fat. etc. 


Fifth.—Tint the number of prizes be 


at least 100. but that no one breed be 
awarded morn than twenty-five. 


Si\th.-That after the completion of 


tho period allotted for testing all tbc 
winning cows be exhibited on tha 
HOTT to t«e Cold Men .

Black Eye for the Proposed Route 


Through the City of Kenosha. 


DECISION OF LOWER 


COURT IS SUSTAINED 


la Case of Mary Hale AU«a Restraining 


Company from Laying Tracks on 


Street Adjoining- Her Home— 


$50,000 Expended. 


Expectation of the promoters of an 


electric railway through the city of Ken- 
oaha received a serious set back, or in 
other words a black eye, yesterday, by a 
decision of the supreme court of Wiscon- 
sin. The many schemes to put, the line 
through have come to naught. Tha high 
tribunal affirmed the decision of the low- 
er court granting an injunction to Mary 
Hale Allen against the Kenosha Street 
Railway company. 


The substance of the decision i-i that 


any owner of property abutting on the 
track* of the company can have it re- 
trained from operating of compelled to 
remove its tracks and poles. The court 
decided that the franchise was valueless 
because the grantees had failed to per- 
form a condition precedent to the. ob- 
taining of any rights under tl'c fran- 
chise in failing to file a guaranty com- 
pany's bond approved by the mayor of 
the city befora Aug. 1, 1900, and in the 
decision in the trial of the action the 
circuit court declared a portion of the 
ordinance null and void. 


. The fight over the injunction has been 


in progress for the last two years, and 
after the decision in the lower court Mr. 
Arnold was so sure that the supreme 
court would decide the casa in his favor 
that he ordered that the work of build- 
ing tho tracks begin, and more than $.50,- 
000 \\-r,.s expended in this manner. At 
the present time the road is ready for 
operation, but with this decision of the 
court there is nothing left for the com.1 


pany to do except to pull up the tracks 
or secure a new franchise. 


-Mr, Arnold is now in Xew York, and 


no word has been received from him as 
to the probable plans of the company, 
but it is thought that the city council 
would favorably consider a new fivuichisc 
ordinance. 


It took the company more than a year 


to secure the franchise which has been 
declared invalid. In connection \rith it 
aldermen of the city were accused o[ 
bribery, and some of the eases are, still 
before 
the court 
awaiting trial. The 


franchise 
was secured 
by Gustav 
L. 


Clausen, and later aligned by him to 
Mr. Arnold and the Keuorfha Street Rail- 
way company. The name of Mr. Arnold 
was never associated with the stories of 
bribery. 


As soon as the franchise was secured 


by the Kenosha 
company 
plans were 


made to make the' Kenosha line the con- 
ned ing link for the Chicago and Mil- 
waukee company, but these {dans iirc all 
thrown down by the decision of tho 
court. The 
company had 
planned 
to 


spend something like $40/100 in city im- 
provements for Kenosha, and it is prob- 
able 
that the contracts for these im- 


provements, 
which have already 
been 


made, will hare to bo recalled. l:i the 
absence of Mr. Arnold, Q, R. McDowell, 
general manager und altoruey for the 
roiid, was seen and made tho following' 
statement in regard to the decision and 
the future plans of the company: 


''The decision of the court is not a 


great surprise for me, although I had ex- 
pected a decision in favor of the company. 
The decision holds that 
the 
decision 


granted 
by Judge Fish in the court 


.stands and no relief can be obtained 
from it, and it forever restrains the Ken- 
osha Street Railway company from lay- 
ing the track on that portion of South 
street abutting on the premises of the 
plaintiff, Mrs. Mary Hale Allen. 


'•'It is impossible at this time to say 


just what will bo done by the company, 
but it would appear that there are only 
two courses open—either to pull up tho 
rails and poles and get out of to\vn, or 
to apply to the city council for a now 
franchise. Which course will be adopt- 
ed cannot be foreshadowed at th'e pres- 
ent time."

be assisted in his duties by. and his or-

nal way. 
But such is the treaty, such 


are the obligations and such is the situ- 
ation with which the Russian govern- 
ment is confronted.

That convictions and proper punishment 
follow crime in this country

proved by the records, that is punish- 
ment fitting the crime or

It will be woil, there- 
fore, to remove all manure and other 
decaying substances from the vicinity 
of the dairy find the paiis used in 
milking. Another thing which should 
be looked after Is the cleaning of the 
drains, 
Sour or butter milk should 


never be left near pure milk or cream. 
They tend te form n breeding ground 
fo? the same sort of organisms which 
later ea taint the products of the 
dairy.

OF INTEREST TO DAIRYMEN 


A Plnn For tlie Proposed Test ol 


Dnlrj- Breeds at St. Jjouin. 


Every owner of pure bred dairy cows 


should wuke up to this subject, espe- 
cially If ho owns a valuable cow that 
may be sought after for this test. He 
should endeavor to have the plan such 
as he Is willing to submit his cow to. 
If he falls to do $o, he should not with- 
hold his cow, however objectionable to 
him the plan may be. 


To this end there should be free dis- 


cussion of the Rubject. I know of no 
better place for it than in the columns 
of the agricultural press, The breeder 
who Is not free to use his Influence 
for the best possible plan should not 
be excused for that reason in with- 
holding his cows from the test. "Si- 
lence gives consent" is an adage in 
common use. I venture to open such 
a discussion and hope that others will 
follow. . 


The best plan for the test, in my 


opinion, would be one modeled after 
the fovrn of the Ohio state plan. This 
plan has been successfully used for 
several years under the auspices of 
the Ohio state board of agriculture. 
Its leading features are testing of each 
Individual cow at the home of her 
owner by.representatives of the state 
experiment station and finally the ex- 
hibition of all tha cows together for a 
fixed period at the state fair. 


There Ayonjcl 1mvo to ne widely differ- 


ent details at the St. Louis exposition. 
I will suggest a few details tentatively] 


First.—The period over which the test 


should be extended ought to be a long 
one, probably teu months. 


Second.—That at least three tests of 


two weeks each should be made at in- 
tervals during such a period. I will 
suggest that tlie first, should be com- 
menced sonic time between 14 and 28 
days after freshening, the second be- 
tween 114 and 128 days after and the 
•third between 214 nnd 228 (lays after. 


Third.—All the tests be made under 


the supervision of two representatives 
of an experiment station, who should 
watch the cows day and night, note the 
care, weigh the food, etc., that the re- 
sults should be subject to confirmation 
by retesting in every case that the au- 
thorities of the exposition requested. 


Fourth.—That prizes be offered for 


net profit, for value ef total solids, for 
value of butter fnt, etc. 


Fifth.—That the number of prizes be 


at least 100, but that no one breed be 
awarded more than twenty-five. 


Sixth.—That after the completion of 


the period rtliotted for testing all the 
winning cows be exhibited on the 
grounds of the exposition perhaps two 


HOW" TO HANDLE GUNS. 


Advice to the Sportsman TV hen He 


Wanders Afield. 


Before getting into a wagon It is no 


more than common prudence and fore 
Sight to remove the shells from one's 
gun. It is also but the task of a mo- 
ment, says Forest and Stream. . If the 
horses should run away, if the wagon 
should break down, if the shooter 
should: siip and'fall in getting in or 
out, ttoere is uo possibility of death 
from the discharge of his gun. 


1C the same precaution is observed 


when crossing a fence, there again can 
be no ''accident" from the gun. 
If 


one keeps one's gun pointed in the air 
or entirely away from the person of 
others, even If the gun should be dis- 
charged when in hand, thero again 
could be no accident. 
If the gun is 


placed again^ a tree, the cartridges 
being first wiuidrawn, and if the dog 
knocks it over or if it falls down from 
any cause, there can be no accident. 


If the shooter takes care to know 


absolutely what kind of animal is mov- 
ing, he cannot by mistake shoot a man. 
for a deer. It is quite as easy to think 
th.it n deer is a man as it to think that 
a man is a deer. 
Wait till you know 


definitely; then you will not afterward 
have to tell what you thought, with 
the added knowledge that a man does 
not" remotely look like n deer and that 
all regrets cannot restore n life. 


In short, the matter of "accident" 


may depend on the matter of care and 
foresight more than on the unforeseen. 
Think about these things, and think 
about taem before? and not after.

corn or nlfnlf'a us to provide silos for 
at least a portion of the crop and use 
them. Com chop and bran in eqanl 
parts by. weight make the best comple- 
ment to alfalfa hay for a ration.
